The  victories 
over  Southeast  Missouri  Baptist  and  one  of  the  Flat  River  tri¬ 
umphs  were  forfeits.  As  a  team  we  outscored  our  league  op¬ 
ponents  by  an  average  of  59  to  62  per  game.
